BARTLEY RE-ELECTED SPEAKER; HARRINGTON SENATE PRES. 

REP. DAVID M. BARTLEY, D-Holyoke, was re- 
elected House Speaker and Sea Kevin B. Harrington, 
D-Salem, chosen president of the Senate Wednesday at 
the opening session of the 167th Massachusetts Legis¬ 
lature. Rep. Francis W. Hatch Jr., R-Beverly, in the 
only contested office, ousted Rep. Sidney Q. Curtiss, 
R Sheffield, as House minority leader at a closed door 
caucus just minutes before the lower chamber con¬ 
vened. Hatch, Gov. Francis W. Sargent’s personal choice 
for the post, polled 39 votes in the open roll call pro¬ 
ceedings to Curtiss’ 23. Sargent is scheduled to be in¬ 
augurated Thursday before a joint legislative session 
for his four-year term along with Lt. Gov.-elect Donald 
R. Dwight. Sen. John F. Parker, R-Taunton, was unani¬ 
mously re-elected Senate minority leader by his nine 
colleagues. Sargent made formal visits to both cham¬ 
bers and administered oaths of office to the 240 repre¬ 
sentatives and 40 senators. "I look forward to working 
with you — members of both parties — during the

HUMAN GROWTH HORMONE REPRODUCED IN TEST TUBE 

THE HUMAN GROWTH HORMONE, which con¬ 
trols body size and shape and can cure dwarfism in 
children, has been reproduced in a test tube. Univer¬ 
sity of California scientists announced Wednesday. The 
synthesis of the hormone is expected to aid in cancer 
research and could lead to the production of bigger 
people and bustier women. The Human growth hor¬ 
mone is a tiny, complex string of amino acids — the 
building blocks of life — produced naturally by the 
pituitary gland in the brain. Since 1961. it has been

Persons heading for snow 
country this winter to take 
part in the growing sport of 
snowmobiling are reminded 
that snowmobiles have safety 
precautions all their own. 

The Newton Health Depart¬ 
ment points out that most in¬ 
juries reported have been at¬ 
tributed to improper opera¬ 
tion. Back injuries were most 
frequent, often being caused 
by a machine's bumping along 
on uneven ground or leaving 
the ground and returning with 
a sharp jolt. 

Persons riding in 
snowmobiles under such 
circumstances rise with knees 
.flexed and support their 
weight on their feet. Severe 
fractured spines have oc¬ 
curred. 

Other injuries often reported 


strongly suggested that keep¬ 
ing speed down except on flat, 
open snow' fields as a good 
way to avoid these dangers. 

Legs and feet also may be 
injured when operators stick 
their feet out of moving 
snowmobiles to try to keep 
them from tipping on tight 
turns. Feet can then become 
caught in brush, stuck in 
snow' drifts or strike hidden 
rocks or stumps. 

Making gradual turns by 
leaning in the direction of a 
turn is recommended pro¬ 
cedure, with arms and legs 
kept within the machine. 

It is also pointed out that 
the treads which drive a 
snowmobile • two rubber belts 
15" to 24” wide • can pick up 
and throw material while mov¬ 
ing over ground, grassy areas

|U.S. Census rated Newton 
with a population of 92,384; 
the 1970 U.S. Census lists 
Newton with a population of 
91,194 or a losss of 1,190. 

| The neighboring town of 
Needham jumped in popula¬ 
tion by 4,044 from 25,793 to 
| 29,737. Waltham also increased j 
its population by 5,695 from { 
55,413 to 61,108. 

Council Executive Director 
Richard M. Doherty said the 
total population for the 
MAPC’s planning district of 
Greater Boston rose to 
3,067,886 in 1970, according to 
U.S. Bureau of the Census 
figures. 

The Council's report is the 
second in a series of analyses 
of Census data. In the Coun¬ 
cil’s first report released in 
September, only preliminary 
counts of communities with 
more than 10,000 persons were 
available. 

The most recent report con¬ 
tains population figures for ail 
100 cities and towns as well as 
a comparision of population 
data for 1960 and 1970, Doher¬ 
ty said.

1960 count of 2,844,899,

The core communities of 
Boston, Brookline, Cambridge, 
Chelsea, Everett, and 
Somerville collectively lost 
population, with Brookline 
being the only core community 
to gain. 

Growth patterns during the 
[decade remained consistent 
with MAPC projections listed 
in the Council’s April, 1968 
publication: "Population Pro¬ 
jections 1990.” 

I The figures released for 
[those communities with less 
I than 10,000 population pro¬ 
duced only a slight change in 
the sectors’ growth statistics 
as noted in the Council’s first 
report.

Egelson then reported that a 
representative of the com¬ 
pany present at Monday 
night’s meeting agreed to 
extend the contract until the 
aldermen’s next meeting in 
two weeks. 

The matter was finally sent 
back to the aldermanic 
Finance Committee for further 
study. 

Much of the lengthy debate 
on the floor of the board 
centered about the question of 
whether the ad hoc committee 
report was valid. Alderman 
Joseph McDonnell maintained 
that since no quorum was 
present at the committee 
meeting their recommendation 
was not official. 

McDonnell attempted 
unsuccessfully to raise a 
charter objection to the mat¬ 
ter of the request for money 
to rent the machines for 
another year. A charter ob¬ 
jection automatically 
postpones debate and action 
on an item until the next 
board meeting. 

Board President Wendell 
Bauckman ruled that the mat 
ter was one which could not 
legaljy receive a charter ob¬ 
jection since it had been 
discussed at previous 
meetings. McDonnell challeng¬ 
ed the ruling, but a 16 to 6 vote 
of the board upheld the 
President’s decision. 

McDonnell argued, for one 
thing, that if a decision to try 
another election method were 
to be made it should be made 
in this year of a municipal 
election, rather than next year 
during a Presidential election. 

“Therefore, if we approve 
this appropriation request," 
McDonnell said, “we are really 
foreclosing any serious 
discussion of other 
alternatives.”

(victed of first-degree murder, is sentenced to be elec¬ 
trocuted and then is granted stay upon stay to spare 
him from taking that dreaded walk to the electric 
chair. 

This writer as a young reporter witnessed an 
execution in the electric chair at the old State 
Prison in Charlestown and has been against capi¬ 
tal punishment ever since that experience. 

But Councillor Cronin has a point when he de- 


that of any Massachusetts Governor in modern times. 

He will be unable to obtain the enactment of 
any law the Democrats do not want placed on the 
statute books. His veto will not be powerful enough 
to block the passage of any bill the Democrats 
want adopted. 

The Democrats will have strong working majori¬ 
ties in both the State Senate and the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, and this is a political fact of life with which 
Mr. Sargent will be obliged to live for at least two years. 

On the plus side for Governor Sargent is the fact 
that he has demonstrated an ability to get along with 
Democrats. He won election because he was able to 
draw Democratic and Republican support. 

Democratic leaders in the Legislature also must 
be cautious about over-playing their hands and injur¬ 


ing their own cause by blocking Governor Sargent 
when he has public support on his side or by creating 
the impression that they are being unfair with him. 

That probably will not happen because the two 
branches of the Slate Legislature will be operat¬ 
ing under the direction of two highly capable lead¬ 
ers — Kevin B. Harrington of Salem in the Senate 
and David M. Bartley of Holyoke in the House. 

Harrington and Bartley, incidentally, both were 
teachers before they entered public life. 

Francis Sargent, meanwhile, may be the first man 
to serve a four-year term as Governor in Massachu¬ 
setts. John A. Volpe was elected to one but served only 
two years of it before accepting a position in President 
Nixon’s Cabinet. 

Poor Industrial Climate 
Costs Bay State Many Jobs 

President Nixon will be acclaimed or denounced 
as a result of what happens to the national economy 
during 1971. His hopes of achieving reelection next 
year will be brightened or dimmed depending on wheth¬ 
er the economy improves or continues to sag in the 
months ahead. 

But a substantial share of the responsibility for 
any changes which occur in prosperity and job oppor¬ 
tunities here in Massachusetts also will rest upon the 
State Legislature. That will be especially true as our 
participation in the Vietnam war winds down, and 
there is an increasing shift from a wartime to peace¬ 
time economy. 

Thousands of persons have lost their jobs in Mas¬ 
sachusetts because of the loss of federal funds and 
federal contracts. 

However, the hard fact is that the conditions, 
circumstances and laws in Massachusetts make it 
difficult and. in some instances impossible for an 
industry in this state to compete on even terms 
with a similar one in a southern state. 

That’s why so many national industrial companies 
have closed down their Massachusetts plants and moved 
them to states in other sections of the country with a 
better economic climate. 

One important factor, of course, is the high tax 
rate in the average Massachusetts city or town. 

There also are numerous laws on the statute 
books which place Massachusetts factories at a dis¬ 
advantage in their efforts to compete with plants 
making similar products in other sections of the 
United States. 

Many legislators, when discussing the need for 
creating a better industrial climate in Massachusetts, 
point out that it is now essentially a service state, with 
great educational and medical centers, a scattering of 
electronics plants and a dwindling number of assorted 
other factories. 

This is true, but every law-maker should be con¬ 
cerned that industrial firms are leaving Massachusetts 
because each departure lessens the number of employ¬ 
ment opportunities in this Commonwealth and means 
that a few more young men and women must go from 
the Bay State to other sections of the United States to 
earn their living. 

It is unrealistic to expect that anything will he 
done on Beacon Hill to improve the industrial cli¬ 
mate in Massachusetts. But it is not unreasonable 
to ask that nothing be done to make it any worse, 
and there are bills awaiting action by the new legis¬ 
lature which, if enacted into law, would cause a 
few more plants and factories to pull up stakes 
and move to other states where they would oper¬ 
ate under lesser handicaps. 

It is always the little guy — the average worker— 
who gets hurt when that happens. The big executive 
moves southward or westward with the plant.

Creina and 
Pauline, own what mining 
officials call “the 
authorities” rights over a 
piece of desolate, harsh 
desert at Nabarlek, 170 miles 
east of Australia’s northern 
outpost of Darwin. It is an 
“authority" that covers 
11,282 square miles of land- 
bigger than Albania and 
almost the size of Belgium. 

Early in September. 
Queensland Mines Ltd. 
announced the discovery in 
this land of uranium 
deposits so large and rich 
that experts estimate the 
potential value of the 
deposits as high as $761 
million at current market 
prices. 


$6.7 Million Stake 

Mrs. Stevens shyly dislikes 
estimating her share of this 
bonanza but knowledgeable 
observers work out the 
family’s stake at about $6.7 
million. 

The average grade of the 
deposits is about 540 pounds 
to the ton as against the 2 to 
10 pounds per ton of 
deposits elsewhere in 
world. 

“I was most distressed 
because of the enormity of 
the find,” Mrs. Stevens said, 
but when asked whether she 
had estimated her share, she 
replied; 

“How would I know? I’m 
only an Adelaide housewife. 
I’m no geologist, and I’m 
certainly no mathematician 
so all this talk of great 
wealth hasn’t come from 
me.” 

Retired Last Year 

Mrs. Stevens and her 
husband, George, once ran a 
cattle stud in the fertile 
southern Adelaide hills and 
retired last year after 45 
years with an agricultural 
company. 


She said her husband and 
daughters were amused with 
her when she took up mining 
speculation as a hobby two 
years ago. 

“I simply took out some 
mining maps, spread them 
over the lounge room carpet, 
read the explanatory notes, 
thought about them and 
then called the Bureau of 
Mineral Resources for some 
more background,” she said. 

Her husband, she said, 
complained about her 
lengthy telephone calls to the 
federal government’s Bureau 
of Mineral Resources, which 
keeps an eye on all mineral 
developments. 

Friendly Reminder 

“A few of my friends kept 
reminding me not to forget 
uranium, so I studied the 
maps and their reports with 
the uranium in mind,” she 
said. 

She applied for and got 
rights over the Nabarlek 
area, which she describes as 
a place of "searing heat” 
where temperatures reach 
over 115 degrees fahrenheit. 
Mrs. Stevens collapsed of the 
heqt on one recent visit to 
the area. 

Why had she chosen that 
particular place? She had an 
intuition about it, she said.

Richard Rodgers, in hie 
50th year as a contributor to 
the musical theater, has pro¬ 
vided still another appealing 
entertainment as composer- 
producer with "Two by 
Two" at the Imperial 
Theater. 

This may not be—is 
not—the finest in the long 
list of Rodgers’ shows, but it 
is a most agreeable one, and 
it had the prime appeal of 
having Danny Kaye starring 
again in a Broadway musical 
after a movie-television 
absence of some 27 years. 

Kaye is fantastically 
entertaining, and the 
Rodgers tunes are beguiling. 

"Two by Two” is an 
unusual musical. It is a big 
show in a sense, yet it has 
only eight actors, which 
would seem to put it in the 
"intimate musical” category. 
This poses quite a problem 
in the staging, but since the 
director is the talented Joe 
Layton, the seeming con¬ 
tradiction is easily forgot¬ 
ten. 

This is a homespun, sen¬ 
timental musical about Noah 
and the Ark, stemming from 
the late Clifford Odets’ 
folksy play, “The Flowering 
I'each.” Peter Stone, libret¬ 
tist of the currently long-run 
"1776,” provided the script. 

Kaye starts off, and winds 
up, as the 600-year old Noah, 
who gets the word from God 
to make the Ark and, with 
family and all the livestock, 
survives the flood. But dur¬ 
ing most of the show, he is 
rejuvenated to a com¬ 
paratively young 90 so he 
can cope with the situation. 

The star, of course, 
handies everything with 
consummate skill, whether 
the scene is a movingly 
dramatic one, a rousing song 
or a comedy sequence. He 
puts humor into the pro¬

Fantastic 
Growth By 
Record Co. 

By Dl'STOX HARVEY 

Two years ago, Fantasy 
Records was a tiny West 
Coast recording firm ending 
its second decade with a 
catalogue heavy on jazz. Its 
headquarters were in a 
remodeled garage, anil its 
first rock group was a local 
band called "The Golliwogs.” 

The Golliwogs had been 
putting out poor-selling 
singles for four years 
when Saul Zaentz, who 
bought Fantasy in 1967, 
decided the group’s name 
should be changed. 

The young musicians 
chose "Creedence Clearwater 
Revival.” 

Fifeen million records and 
tapes later, Fantasy moved 
this fall into “the house that 
Creedence built” - a fully 
paid-for $1.5 million studio 
and office building on a tree- 
acre plot in Berkley. 

Complete Operation 
The firm now has 30 
emloyers, including veteran 


jazz and rock music critic 
Ralph Gleason, who holds 
the title “minister without 
portfolio” and spends much 
of his time looking for new 
talent, and the only complete 
record company operation on 
the West Coast outside Los 
Angeles. 

The success of Creedence 
Clearwater Revival - seven 
straight million-seller singles 
anil file consecutive million 
dollar albums - is a 
phenomenal example of the 
money still being made in 
rock music. 

Before Creedence, Fantasy 
had a steady but unspec¬ 
tacular history in San 
Francisco and its suburbs. 

It was the first label to 
record Dave Brubcck and 
Cal Tjader, and produced 
records by Miles Davis, 
Odetta, Bola Sete, Vince 
Guaraldi and Lenny Bruce. 
Best sellers were a 600,000 
record single and a 200,000- 
copy album. 

Lightning Strike 

The pudgy, gray bearded 
Zaentz called Creedence “a 
lighting strike. If we ever 
find another group that sells 
half as much, we’ll be 
delirious.” 

Gleason added; “You can’t 
find a group like this. It just 
happens." 

Zaentz said the big hits 
had made all the difference 
to his firm and its future. 

“We have a catalogue of 
about 200 records and the 
business can survive the 
lean periods - in fart, it can 
make money. But the hits 
are the gravy • they’ve 
allowed us to grow.” 

Fantasy hopes to attract 
more young talent by not 
charging for recording or 
rehearsal time - the general 
practice in the industry. 


“Let’s get rid of those 
whiskey bottles in skiers’ 
jackets,” the mass circula¬ 
tion Vienna Express de-" 
manded. "It has become 
common practice to hold 
ski parties in remote moun¬ 
tain huts with lots of liq¬ 
uor.

Experts Call for Tests 

A meeting of legal ex¬ 
perts from alpine nations, 
including Austria, called re¬ 
cently for breath alyzer 
tests for skiers. The limit 
for drunken skiers, they 
said, should be the same 
as for drunken drivers. 

But alpine hotel owners, 
who sell as much Scotch as 
schnitzel, are protesting. 

“Too much noise about 
nothing,” said Horst Hoe- 
finger, head of the Ottohaus 
Restaurant on a mountain 
near Vienna. “A double 
whisky just before a down¬ 
hill run never killed any 
skier.” 

With the growth of new¬ 
er, faster slopes and the in¬ 
crease in ski tourism, other 
safety measures have been 
suggested. 

The ski-trail police and 
three-language traffic signs 
are among them. But Karl 
Krois, sports director of the 
Austrian National Tourist 
Office, believes a general 
code for skiers may be ne¬ 
cessary. 

Skiers Endanger Safety 

“On a crowded ski slope, 
skiers endanger the safety 
of a great many others if 
they do not ski safely,” 
Krois said. “We are expe¬ 
riencing a development now 
that parallels early auto 
traffic. At first there was no 
need for stop signs or 
policemen. But soon there 
may be.”

Protests 
Tyranny 
Of Noise 

By JOSEPH L. MYI.ER 

Robert Alex Baron feels 
that “a race that has learned 
to kill silently” ought to 
learn how to do some other 
things just as silently. 

For example, he says, 
“that silent submarine 
engine belongs in our 
garbage trucks as well.” 

Baron has written a book, 
“The Tyranny of Noise, The 
World’s Most Prevalent 
Pollution.” It is by no means 
the first book on noise and 
certainly will not be the last. 
Nevertheless, it offers some 
novel and perhaps prac¬ 
ticable ideas for suppressing 
the noise which blights all 
our lives. 

Baron used to be a New 
York theater manager. One 
morning in 1964 he was 
awakened by the shattering 
racket of a subway con¬ 
struction job under his 
Manhattan apartment. That 
is when he became a 
crusader against noise. 

His book, published by St. 
Martin’s Press, discusses the 
price of noise in terms of 
health, dollars and en¬ 
vironmental quality. It puts 
the blame “for this colossal 
din” on the greed of 
corporations and the in¬ 
difference of public officials. 

Baron calls for research to 
provide quieter autos, 
quieter construction equip¬ 
ment and, above all, quieter 
office buildings and 
dwellings. 

In addition to legal 
restraints on noise, “it might 
be productive,” he says, “to 
explore forms of 
obstracism.” 

“Construction companies,” 


he says, "should be required 
to post signs saying ■' 
something like ‘This noise 
may be injurious to suscep¬ 
tible people. It is probably 
making our workers deaf. 
But it is legal. If you don't 
like it, move.’ 

"At the bottom. . . should 
be posted the name and ad¬ 
dress of the company’s top 
executive.” 

Convicted horn footers 
“should be required to adorn 
their cars with a warning 
sticker: ‘I drive with niy 
horn instead of my head.’ ” 

Building owners o r 
operators should be made 
responsible for maintaining 
quiet, according to the 
author. If they do not, they 
should be forced to cut rents 
and to reimburse tenants 
who have to move elsewhere 
to escape noise. 

Baron says the public 
must let government and 
industry know it wants a 
quieter environment. Only 
then can it hope to get ac¬ 
tion.

In one quiet Mississippi 
River town a football coach 
leads his high sehool team In 
eleaning up refuse along a 
scenic road. 

In another river com¬ 
munity, high school students 
embark on a treasure hunt 
for trash - and collect eight 
tons of broken glass and 
discarded bottles. 

These are the some things 
that have been happening as 
two young men from Beloit 
College travel along the 
Mississippi, town by town, 
trying to stimulate citizens 
to study their environment. 

In a sense, Greg Fernette, 
of Janesville, Wis., and Alan 
Crossley, of Waterford, 
Conn., are traveling 
evangelists, preaching the 
gospel of ecology and 
damning the sins of 
pollution. 

When their 14-week trek 
ends early this winter, 
Fernette and Crossley will 
have preached at high 
schools in about 75 towns 
within 10 miles of the hanks 
of the Mississippi River, 
starting at Brainerd, Minn., 
and ending at Donaldson- 
ville, La., near the river's 
delta. 

They moved along in a 
specially equipped motor 
home called the environvan, 
delivering lectures to people 
not much younger than 


themselves and conducting 
field trips. 

A spokesman for Beloit 
College, which sponsored the 
educational project, said it 
has succeeded because "two 
undergraduate students can 
relate to high school kids a 
lot better than a Ph.D. in 
ecology could.” 

“The project has exceeded 
every goal we set out to 
gain,” he said. “Their suc¬ 
cess is due in great part to 
their informal methods of 
presentation - yet it’s not 
haphazardly done.” 

The Journey of Fernette 
and Crossley comprises their 
“field term,” which Beloit 
requires of alt its students. 

They must engage in 
research or service 
somewhere off campus and 
away from home for 15 
months before returning to 
the college to complete their 
undergraduate studies. 

A Geology Major 

Fernette, a geology major, 
has already spent one of his 
terms in Antarctica with the 
National Science Foun¬ 
dation. Crossley is majoring 
in physics and the en¬ 
vironvan tour is his first 
field term. 

The two spent con¬ 
siderable time along the 
Mississippi before the lec¬ 
ture tour, picking field trip 
site, photographing 
geographic formations and

landmarks, gathering 
evidence of pollution. 

In their standard one-hour 
high school presentation, 
Fernette and Crossley try to 
impart to their audiences an 
overall picture of the 
geography of the Mississippi 
and its valley, its 
navigational value, the use 
of the land that it drains and 
floods, the problems of 
urban centers and in¬ 
dustrialization along its 
banks, and the concept of 
the valley as an in¬ 
terconnected environment 
with common ecological pro¬ 
blems. 

Many schools which did 
not sign up for the tour 
when the schedule wa- jeing 
laid out are now asking 
Beloit College to send 
Fernette and Crossley on 
another trip next spring. 
Service clubs along the 
Mississippi have invited the 
two to speak.

This thickness of j 
ice is not sufficient to put 
mechanical equipment out on 
the ice to clear the snow. The 
weight of the over 17 inches of 
snow which fell is now causing 
< these ponds to slush up from 
jthe bottom. 

[ Presently there is about five 
inches of slush on top of the 
original ice. When the snow' is 
completely soaked through and 
frozen solid, ice skating will be 
permitted. A rainstorm fol¬ 
lowed by a freeze would speed 
the process. 

Additional snow will delay 
skating, Penney says. The 
Recreation Department 
intends to have skating in 
these pond areas this season 
whenever weather conditions 
make it possible.

13,000 TROOPS BATTLE COMMUNISTS IN CAMBODIAN MTS. 

ABOUT 13,000 South Vietnamese and Cambodian 
troops battled Communists dug into the mountains 
southwest of Phnom Penh Wednesday in a vital drive 
to reopen a lifeline highway to Cambodia's only deep¬ 
water port. South Vietnamese Vice President Nguyen 
Cao Ky predicted the road would be cleared within “the 
next few days.” He said Saigon troops would remain to 
secure it. The joint operation was a major test for Presi¬ 
dent Nixon’s Vietnam Nation program and marked the 
deepest penetration of South Vietnamese troops in Cam¬ 
bodia. U.S. Defense Secretary Melvin E. Laird had indi¬ 
cated the timetable for U.S. troop withdrawals, may 
hinge on the stability of the Cambodian government. In 
Saigon, the U.S. Command picked the 270-man Marine 
Air Control Squadron 4 Wednesday to be the first ma¬ 
jor unit to leave Vietnam under Phase VI of Nixon’s 
troop withdrawal program. About 20,000 Marines are 
expected to leave Vietnam by May 1.

Federal funds are picking up 
at least part of their tuition 
tabs at Northeastern, Mass. 
Bay Community College, 
Boston College and the College 
of the Sacred Heart. 

Three officers are at¬ 
tending Boston State College 
on a full - time bais. They 
work 24 hours a week for 
the police, but receive a full 
salary. 

All are required to sign an 
agreement that they will either 
work for Newton police 
specified number of years 
after graduation or will re¬ 
main in law enforcement. 

Quinn said he is in favor of 
having more educated police 
because “all scholarship points 
in this direction.” He believes 
that more education will im¬ 
prove an officer’s performance 
in the field of human relations 
and report writing, as well as 
making him better equipped to 
handle the increasingly com¬ 
plex methods used by both 
criminals and crime - fighters. 

A better • educated 
policeman, the chief feels, 
will be generally “better able 
io handle the problems on 
the street.” 

A problem which has arisen 
in some cities which have 
aggressively recruited college 
graduates and paid them for 
their education is resentment 
of the older officers of their 
lesser - experienced, but better 
paid colleagues. 

Quinn said that he has heard 
the suggestion made that 
longevity pay be granted to 
such men to give them proper 
credit for their experience. 

He is not sure how serious 
a problem this would lie but 
he doesn't think it would last 
more than “five years or so” 
— until the college grades 
had proved their worth.

Some political columnists have expressed the opin¬ 
ion since last November’s election that if Donald Dwight 
and Michael Dukakis, the two candidates for Lieutenant 
Governor, had been running individually instead of in 
tandem with the two nominees for Governor, Dukakis 
would have defeated Dwight. 

Just to keep the record straight and before the 
discussion is closed, this writer wishes to enter his 
dissent. 

We believe Dwight would have won election over 
Dukakis if the two had been running for Lieuten¬ 
ant Governor entirely on their own. 

The argument will never be resolved, and we simply 
offer our observation in answer to those columnists 
who feel Dwight would have been no match for 
Dukakis.

that some two million 
visitors crossed its borders 
during 1969, including ap¬ 
proximately 50,000 
Americans. With the 
Russians expanding their 
lodging facilities and ac¬ 
tively working to promote 
tourism, we expect a further 
expansion in the use of cridit 
cards.” 

Pitt said the first credit 
card-accepted in the Soviet 
Union was honored in the 
summer of 1969 after an 
agreement was signed by 
representatives of Diners 
Club and Intourist, the 
Soviet government's official 
travel bureau. 

The agreement called for 
the card to be used by 
visitors to Russia from 
other countries around the 
world where the company is 
represented. 

"The agreement covered 
Intourist facilities i n 
Moscow, including hotels, 
restaurants, auto rental 
agencies and sightseeing 
tours. Airline, railroad and 
boat tickets are charged 
through Intourist facilities, 
and the card is used to 
purchase tickets to the 
Bolshoi, the renting of 
chauffered limousines and 
the hiring of interpreters. 
The original agreement has 
been expanded to cover 
similar services in Len¬ 
ingrad.” 

The card is used by 
diplomats, members of 
foreign embassy staffs and 
businessmen, as well as by 
vacationers, he said. 
Representatives of the com¬ 
pany and the government 
are now considering wider 
use of the card.

80 Year-old 
Ted Lewis 
Still a Ham 

By KENNETH M. BECKER 

Ted Lewis, who made 
“everybody happy” with his 
top hat and shadow during a 
carper spanning six decades, 
spends much of his time 
reminiscing now that he's 
turned 80. But he’s much 
rather be out there on stage. 

Interviewed in his 
memorabilia-filled New York 
apartment, Lewis said he 
would like to perform but 
the offers have stopped com¬ 
ing. 

“They think Ted Lewis is 
too corny. They probably 
think the parade has passed 
me by,” he added. “If they 
threw me a couple of bones 
I’d grab them in a minute.” 

For most of his 64 years in 
show business Lewis was a 
headliner. Many of the great 
musicians of the big band 
ere - Jimmy Dorsey, Benny 
Goodman - got their start 
with Lewis's band. 

Once the big bands went 
out of vogue, he remained in 
the spotlight because of his 
showmanship and unique 
style. “Me and My Shadow” 
and “When My Baby Smiles 
at Me" took him a long way. 

When the jazz came, Lewis 
found he could not in¬ 
tegrate his style into what 
he calls “this new trend.” 

Despite the onslaught of 
rock, Lewis thought he still 
had an audience and turned 
to two old friends and fellow 
performers, Georgie Jessell 
and Sophie Tucker, to launch 
a new project, his own show. 

But Sophie Tucker, the 
“Red Hot Mamma” of show 
business, died before the 
show opened in New York, 
following a successful run in 
Detroit. That was in 
February, 1966. Miss Tucker 
was 81. 

“Since Sophie Tucker 
passed away I haven’t done 
anything to amount to 
anything,” Lewis said. 
“When she passed away, it 
seemed like a part of me had 
gone. 

This show meant so 
much to me. To think that 
my whole career would wind 
up with me having my own 
show, a show produced and 
directed by me in New York 
City,” he said. 

"Opening night I had a lit¬ 


tle nap and then went to the 
theater. They said, ’Sophie 
can’t go on.’ I went back to 
her dressing room and 
Sophie said to me, ‘Ted, I 
wish I could make it but I 
just can’t,” Lewis related. 

Sophie on Stage 

Miss Tucker came out on 
stage - “she was in her cos¬ 
tume and everything and 
ready to go on” - and spoke 
a few words. Then she was 
helped from the stage and 
rushed to a hospital. 

She died not long after. 
Lewis tried to revive the 
show with another 
performer, “but it was 
nothing like it. . .” 

Born in Circleville, Ohio, 
Lewis was the “black sheep” 
in his family. His father, a 
jeweler, put his three other 
sons through Ohio State 
University in nearby Col¬ 
umbus. 

But Ted would have none 
of it. He would run away 
from home periodically, 
stopping at carnivals and 
county fairs in and around 
Southern Ohio. 

In 1917 he broke into the 
“big time,” appearing at 
Rector’s restaurant in New 
York. 

"I had the first big band,” 
Lewis said. “I started with 
trombones, three trumpets, 
one other six I played C- 
melody saxophone myself - a 
bass, piano and a drummer/' 

Smash Opening Night 

Opening night was a 
smash, and it gave Lewis a 
trademark. 

“After the opening 
number something told me 
to say “Is everybody hap¬ 
py?” and the house came 
down,” Lewis said. Another 
trademark, the battered top 
hat, also appeared from out 
of nowhere. 

“I never had any idea that 
the old high hat would come 
into it,” Lewis said. "I’m us¬ 
ing the same hat since 1916 • 
and it was secondhand when 
I got it. And this hat nas 
been stitched, restitened, 
double-lined, rclincd and 
sewed. I don't think a piece 
of the original hat is left.” 

Most of his friends and 
fellow-troopers are gone 
now, Jazz, generally, is on 
the wane. But Lewis wants 
to perform. 

“When it gets in your 
blood, as it has in mine ever 
since I was a little kid, it’s 
something you just can't get 
away from,” Lewis said. 
“It’s my life.”

Team Work At Middlesex Hospital 

Physical Therapy Plays 
Major Role in Recovery

For the patient with a long 
term or chronic illness, 
physical therapy can play a 
big role in his ability to regain 
independence. 

As a part of the total 
rehabilitation concept of pa¬ 
tient care at Middlesex County 
Hospital, which services 
persons with long term ill¬ 
nesses, and its recent 
reorganization, a physical 
therapy department was 
tablished six months ago by 
Mrs. Anne Platt. 

Physical therapy is the use 
of physical means or things 
for exercise and the relief of 
pain, Mrs. Platt explained. 

When a patient first enters 
Middlesex, Mrs. Platt evalu¬ 
ates his motor ability, co¬ 
ordination, strength, spascitity 
and range (limitation of mo¬ 
tion). 

She then decides what forms 
of physical therapy will help 
the patient. She will evaluate 
whether this is a patient who 
will eventually be able to walk 
alone, need some equipment to 
get around alone or be a bed to 
chair patient. 

In a gym on the hospital's 


hospital but need some 
therapy from time to time — 
is minute at the moment 
because the program is so 
new, it is hoped that this will 
he expanded and eventually 
become an important com¬ 
munity service. 

Patients with long term ill¬ 
nesses are in particular need 
of rehabilitation, Mrs. Platt 
emphasized. Too often in an 
acute hospital it is not possible 
to give the lengthy therapy 
help they need to regain in 
dependence because the 
hospital staff is too busy with 
patients who are more serious¬ 
ly ill. 

It is more efficient and! 
economical in these acute 
hospitals to do things for the 
patient until his health is such 
that he can be sent home or 
transferred to another care 
facility. 

However, these patients 
often still need therapy before 
they can function 
independently and this will 
come only after a lot of un¬ 
derstanding guidance and just 
plain time, she pointed out.

Anthony C. Chiota of the 
Roslindale Social Security Of¬ 
fice, strongly urged all per¬ 
sons 65 and over, who are en¬ 
rolled for Medicare, to carry 
their Health Insurance Card 
with them at all-times just as 
they do their drivers’ license 
or identification cards. It is es¬ 
pecially important, Chiota 
pointed out, to have the card 
with you when you go to a 
hospital or visit your doctor. 

The card, easily recognizable 
by the red, white and blue 
bands at the top and the 
words “Health Insurance”, car¬ 
ries information which the 
hospital and doctor must have 
in order to begin the process¬ 
ing of a claim. 

The most important infor¬ 
mation on the card is the 9 
digit number followed by a 
letter which is shown immedi¬ 
ately below the words “Claim 
Number”. Failure to provide 
this Claim Number and the 
name exactly as it appears on 
the card, means muoh unnec¬ 
essary work and time consum¬ 
ing recontacts with the benefi¬ 
ciary by the hospitals, the doc¬ 
tors, the Blue Cross Blue 
Shield, and by the Social Se¬ 
curity office.

William Stone, director of 
the Newton Mental Health 
Center, noted the end of five 
years of operation of the

In addition to an increase in 
the traditional diagnostic 
evaluations and therapeutic 
services to parents and 
children, an adult out • patient 
clinic at the Newton 
Wellesley Hospital now has an 
enlarge^ . 4 aff to better serve 


the Charles River 
Workshop; and experts in 
group therapy have been ad¬ 
ded to the staff of the Newton 
Mental Health Center who 
have initiated several 
therapeutic groups for 
children or parents with plans 
for more in the near future. 

Dr. Stone pointed out that 
one of the immediate pro¬ 
blems facing the Center is 
the crucial need for more 
physical space. As an in¬ 
terim emergency measure, 
additional office space is 
being rented from the 
Newtonville United 
Methodist Church. However, 
a new home for the Center is 
the top priority for the com¬ 
ing year. 

The most serious problem 
challenging the Center, in Dr. 
Stone’s estimation is the ques¬ 
tion of harmful drug abuse in 
the City. 

“Every attempts is being 
made to provide a broad - bas¬ 
ed community program to help 
the troubled youth who have 
Da vid;serious problems; some of 
these efforts have been 
discouraging and some have 
been particularly exciting and 
rewarding,” he said. 

In an all-out effort to solve 
this problem, “Newton Men¬ 
tal Health Center is pledged to 
direct all available energy to 
establish a rehabilitation, 
treatment and prevention pro¬ 
gram in the immediate 
future,” and to accomplish this 
"will work closely with State 
and local governments as well 
as all interested citizens.”

WEATHERMAN HOLDS OUT HOPE FOR BREAK IN BITTER COLD 

THE WEATHERMAN held out hope Wednesday 
that another 24 hours would bring warmer weather 
for New England, breaking the bitter cold which has 
gripped the area since the weekend. Overnight temp¬ 
eratures were expected to plummet "well below” zero 
across northern New England, the National Weather 
Service said, before a moderating trend sets in today. 
Fair skies were forecast with temperatures moving up 
to the teens in Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
during the day and in the 20s elsewhere. Lowest 
temperatures early Wednesday were 34 below zero in 
Old Town, Maine; minus 29 in St. Johnsbury, Vt., 
and 28 below in Lebanon, N.H. Chester, a community 
in western Massachusetts between Springfield and 
Pittsfield, recorded a record low for Jan. 20 of 32 de¬ 
grees below zero Wednesday while Warwick, R.I., also 
hit a record low of minus 5. Nationally, sun seekers 
in south Florida awakened Wednesday to foot-long 
icicles, ice-encrusted bird baths and bone-chilling winds. 
Thousands of New Yorkers flooded city offices with 
complaints of lack of heat. New record low tempera¬ 
tures were recorded from Portland, Maine, to Key West, 
Fla., as an artic mass hovered over the East and 
South. The West, in contrast, was unseasonably mild. 
While tourists in Miami shivered in a 35-degree chill 
and bitter wind, early morning readings in Montana 
were in the 40s and Thermal. Calif., had a balmy 63. 
Temperatures in central Florida’s citrus belt dipped 
below freezing for five to six hours, but a low humid¬ 
ity and high wind prevented frost from forming and 
apparently averted major crop damage. Temperatures 
plunged below freezing from central Florida to south¬ 
ern Texas. 

BROOKE ASSURED BOSTON NAVAL SHIPYARD WON’T BE CLOSED 

SEN. EDWARD W. BROOKE said Wednesday he 
has been assured by “very high-ranking officials” 
within the Defense Department the Boston Naval 
Shipyard will not be closed. Although Brooke was told 
there might be some reduction of work force at the 
yard, he said defense officials assured him there would 
be sufficient funds requested by the Nixon adminis¬ 
tration in its 1972 fiscal budget to continue operation 
of the facility. The Massachusetts Republican, who 
for the past six months has been negotiating with 
Navy Secretary John A. Chafee about the yard's fu¬ 
ture, said employe cutbacks had “not been deter¬ 
mined.” The yard employs 6,000. Brooke pointed out, 
however, the shipyard's future was “naturally contin¬ 
gent on congressional approval of the administration’s 
budget request.” 

NIXON’S PLAN GIVES LARGER GRANTS TO BIG CITIES 

THE REVENUE-SHARING plan President Nixon 
will outline Friday in his State of the Union message 
will guarantee the nation’s troubled big cities a larger 
grant per resident than will go to smaller towns with 
smaller problems, an administration official said Wed¬ 
nesday in Washington. “The large central cities will 
get more revenue-sharing money, not just because they 
are bigger, but because they bear a larger fiscal bur¬ 
den,” said Murray Weidenbaum, assistant Treasury 
secretary for economic policy. “Nearly every large city 
will receive not just absolutely more money, but also 
more per capita that its smaller neighbors,” he ex¬ 
plained. Nixon said earlier that revenue-sharing and 
■welfare reform w-ould be the major thrusts of the 
speech he will make to a joint session of Congress and 
a nationwide television and radio audience at 9 p.m. 
EST Friday. Weidenbaum did not say how much 
money Nixon would include in the new proposal. But 
administration sources have indicated the first year 
total might be about $2.5 billion. 

CONGRESSMEN SEEK TO REFORM SENIORITY SYSTEMS 

HOUSE Democrats and Republicans sought to re¬ 
form their seniority systems Wednesday in prepara¬ 
tion for opening at noon today of a 92nd Congress 
that otherwise will look much like the 91st. On the 
basis of pre-season caucus decisions, both parties in 
both chambers wall be fielding the same basic leader¬ 
ship teams, minus only former Speaker John W. Mc¬ 
Cormack, who quit after 42 years in the House. House 
Republicans unanimously re-elected Rep. Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan as their floor leader Wednesday, 
but only narrowly re-named Rep. John A. Anderson of 
Illinois as House GOP conference chairman on an 89- 
81 vote. The Democratic leaders, Speaker Carl Albert 
of Oklahoma and floor leader Hale Boggs of Louisi¬ 
ana, were elected Tuesday. At separate party huddles, 
House Democrats and Republicans worked out details 
of revised party rules to permit challenges of com¬ 
mittee chairmanships and senior minority posts here¬ 
tofore awarded solely on the basis of tenure. Whether 
any House chairman or ranking minority member 
would be dumped under the new rules still was not 
clear. 

LAIRD VOWS TO CONTINUE USE OF AIR POWER IN CAMBODIA 

DEFENSE Secretary Melvin R. Laird vowed Wed¬ 
nesday to continue recommending use of U.S. air 
power in Cambodia despite some reservations by the 
State Department and threats of renewed Indochina 
debate in Congress. Laird said that as long as he is 
defense secretary, “I will recommend that we use air 
power to supplement the South Vietnamese forces . . . 
In South Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia.” He said such 
support was needed to stop Communist forces “which 
have an opportunity to attack U.S. forces in Vietnam 
Bs they are being withdrawn.

ENTRENCHED COMMUNISTS WITHSTAND ALLIED ASSAULT 

CAMBODIAN and South Vietnamese infantry 
attacked Pich Nil Pass in Cambodia Wednesday and 
U.S. air crews battered it with rockets and napalm. 
But entrenched Communist troops fought back and 
remained in command of the vital passage on Cambo¬ 
dia's Highway 4. Field reports said 83 North Viet¬ 
namese, Viet Cong and Khmer Rouge Cambodian 
Communist soldiers were slain in two separate bat¬ 
tles on the eighth day of the allied campaign to clear 
it. 

EGYPTIAN ENVOY TO U N. DISCLOSES CAIRO'S PROPOSALS 

THE EGYPTIAN ambassador to the United Na¬ 
tions made public Wednesday Cairo's proposals for a 
peace settlement with Israel. Egypt asked creation by 
the Security Council of demilitarized zones to be po¬ 
liced by an international force, including troops from 
the Big Four powers. The Egyptian terms also in¬ 
cluded demands for the withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from occupied Arab territory, settlement of the Pal¬ 
estinian refugee problem, the end of all claims or 
States of belligerency, guarantees of freedom of navi¬ 
gation in waterways, respect for sovereignty of all 
nations concerned and guarantees of territorial invio¬ 
lability of each state in the area.

Mr. Sargent recently recommended and obtained 
stays of sentence for four men sitting in death row at 
the State Prison. But that was more a stalling device 
than anything else. 

There is no guarantee, of course, that the Gover¬ 
nor can muster a majority of the votes in the Exec¬ 
utive Council if and when he seeks to spare the life 
of some cop-killer. Governor's Councillor George 
F. Cronin of West Roxbury is convinced that cap¬ 
ital punishment is a deterrent to murder.

Aldermen Unfavorable 
To Pension Proposals

The Newton Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night 
j denied by a 13 to 10 vote a pro¬ 
posal to provide compensation 
[for widows of retired city 
employees who were not in¬ 
volved in a contributory pen¬ 
sion system. 

The board’s Finance -Com¬ 
mittee had recommended 7 to 0 
that the aldermen not accept a 
state law which would allow 
benefits of up to $2,000 an¬ 
nually to widows at an 
estimated cost to the city of 
about $1 million over a 17 year 
period. 

Alderman Louis I. Egelson, 
who studied the proposal 
originally submitted b y 
Alderman William Carmen, 
said in his report that it was 
difficult to ascertain the actual 
[number of those eligible and 
[therefore the financial impact 
' on the city. He also maintained 
that it was unfair to help out 
one group of widows of city 
employees when many others 
are also in need. 

Egelson’s report also argued 
that the option which em¬ 
ployees have of either pro¬ 
viding or not providing for 
their widows in their pension

1787. 

These delegates were from 
all parts of the country, with 
varying backgrounds and 
because they were human, 
they found it difficult to agree 
on many things. 

But though their discussions 
were often bitter, often leading 
them perilously close to break¬ 
ing up, they kept on trying to 
reach common ground. 

George Washington was the 
most important man among 
the seventy • four; he was a 
representative from Virginia 
as well as President of the 
Convention. 

Benjamin Franklin, looking 
towards the chair in which he 
sat, at the back of which a sun 
was carved and gilded, observ¬ 
ed that he had often been 
unable to tell whether it was a 
rising or setting sun. 

When the last members 
were signing the Constitution 
he said, “But now at length I 
have the happiness to know 
that it is a rising and not a 
setting Sun.” 

Perhaps we today can take a 
lesson from the experience of 
the Constitutional Convention, 
and realize that, in spite of 
varying opinions, our people 
can be united so that the sun 
will never set.

He’s the father of seven children which in itself 
would deter him from going on a spending spree in the 
unlikely event he were to feel the urge. 

This undoubtedly will be reflected in Kelly's ser¬ 
vice as chairman of the Senate Ways and Means 
committee, a powerful position to which he has 
been appointed by Kevin B. Harrington, new presi¬ 
dent of the State Senate. 

The Ways and Means Committee passes on all ex¬ 
penditures of State funds, and with Kelly as its chair¬ 
man you can be sure those expenditures will get a close 
look. 

Big , Bad Bill Baird At It 
Again, This Time In Maine 
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and Silvio Conte of Pittsfield and possibly Congress- 
woman Margaret M. Heckler of Wellesley. 

Conte is primarily interested in serving the people 
out in the Berkshires, and Morse would be working first 
to help the Lowell-Lawrence area although he undoubt¬ 
edly would do what he could for the rest of the state 
if it didn’t interfere with his service of his own district. 
Morse was President Nixon’s Massachusetts campaign 
manager in 1968. 

Reports have been circulated that he will receive 
a major appointment from the President which 
will take him out of Congress. It seems unlikely 
this will happen since Morse likes public service. 

In a sense it would be unfortunate if it does be¬ 
cause he is an outstanding Congressman who is 
as popular with Democrats as he is with members 
of his own party. 

O’Neill, Burke, Macdonald and Mrs. Heckler are 
the potent Congressmen who will speak out for the 
Greater Boston area and its citizens. All four are poli¬ 
tical powerhouses. 

O’Neill, Burke and Macdonald at various times have 
been urged to come back to Massachusetts and stand 
for election as Governor, but understandably they have 
preferred to remain on Capitol Hill rather than take 
on the problems and worries which go with the Gov¬ 
ernorship. 

Both wield substantial influence in Congress al¬ 
though they are not members of the party which con¬ 
trols the White House. O’Neill is a member of the pow¬ 
erful House Rules Committee, Burke a members of <-he

In fairness, Congressmen Michael Harrington 
and Robert F. Drinan as well as Congresswoman 
Louise Day Hicks will be learning the congressional 
ropes in the coming months, and Harrington and 
Drinan will be principally interested in winding 
down the war in Vietnam more rapidly than Presi¬ 
dent Nixon’s schedule calls for. 

However, the situation is not altogether bleak 
from a Greater Boston standpoint. The White House 
pays some attention to O’Neill, Burke and Macdonald 
even though they are Democrats, and Mrs. Heckler 
makes herself heard. 

Seeks Seniority For Self 
But Opposes ft For Others 

Congressman Michael Harrington of Salem, a may- 
erick Democrat, antagonized some of the older mem¬ 
bers of the national House soon after he assumed nis 
seat and, in fact, even before his election to that body. 

In his maiden speech Harrington blasted the se¬ 
niority system under which members of Congress are 
elevated to committee chairmanships. 

Congressman James A. Burke, taking the floor for 
Speaker John W. McCormack and the House leadership, 
argued the case for the seniority system. It’s an old 
truism, of course, that the longer a member is in Con¬ 
gress, the greater is his regard for the seniority meth¬ 
od of promotion up the committee ladder. 

In his campaign for election to Congress, inci¬ 
dentally, Harrington declined to pledge himself 
to vote for the reelection of John McCormack as 
Speaker in the event McCormack sought another 
term as the presiding officer of the House. 

Shortly before the start of the new congressional 
session, Harrington met Congressman Burke at a White 
House reception and indicated he would like an ap¬ 
pointment to the House Armed Services Committee. 

That is the committee to which Congressman Lou¬ 
ise Day Hicks sought assignment, and the late Con¬ 
gressman L. Mendel Rivers of South Carolina, then 
the committee chairman, said he would welcome Mrs. 
Hicks to his committee. 

Harrington pointed out to Burke that he had won 
his seat in Congress in a special election in September, 
1969, and that he had more than a year’s seniority 
over Mrs. Hicks, who was elected in November, 1970. 

Burke, recalling Harrington’s attack upon the 
seniority system, asked him if he were asserting 
his seniority. 

Harrington, in effect, replied that he was. He said 
he desired to take advantage of every factor he could 
to get a place on the Armed Services Committee. 

The reason Harrington talked to Burke is that 
Burke is a member of the House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee which also sits as a Committee on Committees 
to decide which members will go on what committees. 

Burke, after conferring with the House leader¬ 
ship, made the choice between Harrington and Mrs. 
Hicks. He will be even more powerful now that John 
McCormack has retired from Congress. 

McGovern Not Rated Leading 
Contender For Presidency 

What is most surprising to this reporter about 
George S. McGovern, apart from the fact that he’s 
running for the Presidency of the United States, is 
that he got elected as a U. S. Senator from South 
Dakota. 

McGovern, who was the first person to announce 
officially his candidacy for the Democratic nomi¬ 
nation for President, must have some public appeal 
which is not apparent from our vantage point. 

To be sure, he was one of the earliest opponents 
of the war in Vietnam. He was a bomber pilot in World 
War II. He holds a doctor’s degree in history. 

But he seems to have no political personality, and 
it stretches the imagination to picture him carrying 
any state except South Dakota in a Presidential Pri¬ 
mary. He definitely cannot be rated a leading contender.

Master Tax Plan has some 
good points but does not go 
far enough, and at this point 
she turned the floor over to 
Mr. Behr, an economist with 
Urban Planning Aid. 

Mr. Behr opened his talk by 
stating that the answer to a 
city in crisis is not in cutting 
services but in instituting pro¬ 
gressive tax reform, which 
taxes people at a higher level 
according to their ability to 
pay. Mr. Behr noted that while 
the Master Tax Commission’s 
proposal to cut property taxes 
is a good, basic concept, it 
does not reduce the tax low 
enough, percentagewise, and 
that once the tax has been 
lowered it should be frozen. 

He cited the Commission's 
lack of concern for county and 
MDC costs and does not think 
the sales tax on consumer 
items should be increased and 
opposes a tax on food and 
clothing. Mrs. Givot and Mr. 
Behr also suggest a graduated 
income tax, raising personal 
exemption levels, and a tax on 
all income, this last item being 
a recommendation of tha 
Master Tax Commission. 

They also favor an increase 
in business tax, which the 
Commission does not recom¬ 
mend. Business pays a pro¬ 
perty tax, and with this reduc¬ 
ed, an increase in business tax 
would leave business with 
relatively the same tax as 
before. The Commission pro¬ 
posed an increase in manufac¬ 
turing tax, which the speakers 
oppose, since manufacturing is 
the sagging. sector of the 
Massachusetts economy.

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SARGENT CALLS FOR $550 MILLION IN AID TO CITIES, TOWNS 

A RECORD $1.9 billion state budget calling for $311 
million in new taxes and $550 million in aid to cities and 
towns was proposed by Gov. Francis W. Sargent Wed¬ 
nesday. Sargent, in his annual budget message to the 
legislature, also proposed the state take over the costs 
of county government which amounted to $97 million 
last year. To raise the new revenue, Sargent proposed: 
a 4 cent hike in the cigarette tax, from 12 to 16 cents? 
an increase in the state income tax from 4 to 4 l ,i per 
cent; and, a penny increase in the gasoline tax, from 

to 7*2 cents. The governor said $139.7 million of the 
new revenue would be earmarked for the cities and 
towns. Sargnt did not specifically mention an increase 
in the income tax in his message to the legislature, but 
he did say he was endorsing an interim report of the 
Master Tax Plan Commission, calling for the increase. 
Charles E. Shepard, commissioner of Administration 
and Finance, confirmed ihe request for the rate increase. 
Sargent also endorsed a part of the commission report 
which called for a broadening of the base of the state's 
3 per cent sales tax to include personal and business 
services such as hair cuts and advertising. He refused 
to endorse extending the tax to include purchases of 
business machinery. 

RACING COMMISSION STUDIES SUFFOLK DOWNS FINANCES 

THE MASSACHUSETTS Racing Commission met 
Wednesday to consider the shaky financial situation of 
Bill Veeck's Suffolk Downs race track, reportedly $14 
million in debt. The commission opened the meeting 
shortly after 1:30 p.m. and a spokesman said it wasn’t 
known how long the panel would remain behind closed 
doors. The board has until the end of the month— 
three days—before it must determine whether Veeck’s 
firm, Realty Equity Suffolk Downs, Inc., is ‘‘financially 
responsible” enough to be awarded racing dates for flat 
and harness racing this year. A Suffolk spokesman said 
Veeck was negotiating with Ogden Corp., a conglom¬ 
erate, to help ease the financial troubles.

APOLLO 14 ASTRONAUTS REHEARSE EMERGENCY SITUATIONS 

THE APOLLO 14 astronauts, their planned expedi¬ 
tion to the moon less than 72 hours off, Wednesday 
rehearsed emergencies ranging from a blown fuse to a 
crippling in-flight spacecraft explosion.

Roosa 
will orbit the moon during the lunar landing. 

RANGERS SEEK 4 CLIMBERS ON ARCTIC MOUNT WASHINGTON 

U S. FOREST RANGERS battled sub-zero tempera¬ 
tures and high winds Wednesday looking for four 
climbers on mile-high Mount Washington. Forestry 
officials in Gorham, N.H., said three teams were sent 
out to look for four men who left the Harvard Mountain¬ 
eering Club base at 9 a.m. Tuesday in an attempt to 
reach the summit. Officials said 3 search teams would 
attempt to define the search area in a circular pattern. 
A weather observatory atop the peak reported steadily 
deteriorating conditions with the temperature early in 
the afternoon at minus 16, swirling snow and visibility 
of 150 feet. A blizzard warning was issued for the region. 

6 KILLED AS 70 VEHICLES PILE UP ON FOG-BOUND CALIF. R0. 

ABOUT 70 cars and trucks piled up in blinding fog 
Wednesday on U.S. 99, California’s major north-south 
highway, killing six persons. Sixteen others were injured 
and the highway north of Bakersfield turned into a 
‘‘four miie long junkyard” strewn with jackknifed semi¬ 
trailer trucks and smashed cars. The chain - reaction 
collisions began in the southbound lanes and continued 
for more than sue hours. Dozens of large trucks were 
involved. Three of them were virtually welded together 
by the impact and six or seven others were badly 
twisted and smashed. 

LAIRD DEFENDS U.S. MILITARY ACTIVITY IN CAMBODIA 

DEI’ENSE SECRETARY Melvin B. Laird fold the 
Senate Armed Services Committee Wednesday U. S. 
military activity in Cambodia violated neither the spirit 
nor the letter of Congress’ law restricting American 
operations there. Committee Chairman John C. Slennis, 
D-Miss., agreed but Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., said 
U.S. military policy in Cambodia paralleled the policy 
that got the United States entangled in the Vietnam 
War and was not going “the way Congress intended.”

CAMBODIAN BOY SOLDIERS BATTLE SEASONED COMMUNISTS 

CAMBODIAN boy soldiers battled seasoned Com¬ 
munist troops 18 miles south of Phnom Penh Wednesday 
In daylong fighting at the crossroads town of Saarg. 
An 8,000man Cambodian task force struck west and 
northwest of the capital, and pressures were eased. 
More American weapons and ammunition streamed into 
Phnom Penh as the U.S. Navy in South Vietnam turned 
over eight river patrol boats to Cambodian command. 
The move gave Cambodians a new weapon to remove 
Communist forces from vital waterways leading to 
Phnom Penh. UPI correspondent Robert Sullivan said 
Cambodian boys 12 to 15 years of age led the assault 
through Saang, firing rocket launchers too big for them 
to aim properly in some cases and hurling grenades as 
they advanced. Official reports said six Communists 
were killed and eight Cambodians wounded, but field 
dispatches said casualties were higher than that on 
both sides. The Cambodians used artillery and a bridge 
north of Saang was reported destroyed. 

ISRAEL OPPOSES FORMING OF MIDEAST PEACEKEEPING FORCE 

FOREIGN MINISTER Abba Eban said Wednesday 
Israel opposed the formation of a Middle East peace¬ 
keeping force as a substitute for a settlement that 
would give Israel secure new boundaries. He also indi¬ 
cated Israel would reject any Soviet presence in such 
a force. Eban spoke in Parliament shortly after Egypt 
warned again it would not extend the Suez Canal cease¬ 
fire, scheduled to expire Feb. 5 unless United Nations 
mediator Gunnar V. Jarring made “serious progress” 
in his peace efforts. At the United Nations, Israeli 
Ambassador Yosef Tekoah conferred with Jarring Wed¬ 
nesday but refused to confirm reports he brought 
Israel’s reaction to Egyptian peace proposals. “I am a 
strong believer in quiet diplomacy and I intend to 
continue this way,” Tekoah said.

SARGENT CALLS FOR $550 MILLION IN AID TO CITIES, TOWNS 

A RECORD $1.9 billion state budget calling for $311 
million in new taxes and $550 million in aid to cities and 
towns was proposed by Gov. Francis W. Sargent Wed¬ 
nesday. Sargent, in his annual budget message to the 
legislature, also proposed the state take over the costs 
of county government which amounted to $97 million 
last year. To raise the new revenue, Sargent proposed: 
a 4 cent hike in the cigarette tax, from 12 to 16 cents; 
an increase in the state income tax from 4 to iVa per 
cent; and, a penny increase in the gasoline tax, from 
6ti to 7>i cents. The governor said $139.7 million of the 
new revenue would be earmarked for the cities and 
towns. Sargnt did not specifically mention an increase 
In the income tax in his message to the legislature, but 
he did say he was endorsing an interim report of the 
Master Tax Plan Commission, calling for the increase. 
Charles E. Shepard, commissioner of Administration 
and Finance, confirmed the request for the rate increase. 
Sargent also endorsed a part of the commission report 
which called for a broadening of the base of the state's 
3 per cent sales tax to include personal and business 
services such as hair cuts and advertising. He refused 
to endorse extending the tax to include purchases of 
business machinery.

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CAMBODIAN BOY SOLDIERS BATTLE SEASONED COMMUNISTS 

CAMBODIAN boy soldiers battled seasoned Com¬ 
munist troops 18 miles south of Phnom Penh Wednesday 
In daylong fighting at the crossroads town of Saang. 
An 8,000 man Cambodian task force struck west and 
northwest of the capital, and pressures were eased. 
More American weapons and ammunition streamed into 
Phnom Penh as the U.S. Navy in South Vietnam turned 
over eight river patrol boats to Cambodian command. 
The move gave Cambodians a new weapon to remove 
Communist forces from vital waterways leading to 
Phnom Penh. UPI correspondent Robert Sullivan said 
Cambodian boys 12 to 15 years of age led the assault 
through Saang, firing rocket launchers too big for them 
to aim properly in some cases and hurling grenades as 
they advanced. Official reports said six Communists 
were killed and eight Cambodians wounded, but field 
dispatches said casualties were higher than that on 
both sides. The Cambodians used artillery and a bridge 
north of Saang was reported destroyed. 

ISRAEL OPPOSES FORMING OF MIDEAST PEACEKEEPING FORCE 

FOREIGN MINISTER Abba Eban said Wednesday 
Israel opposed the formation of a Middle East peace¬ 
keeping force as a substitute for a settlement that 
would give Israel secure new boundaries. He also indi¬ 
cated Israel would reject any Soviet presence in such 
a force. Eban spoke in Parliament shortly after Egypt 
warned again it would not extend the Suez Canal cease¬ 
fire, scheduled to expire Feb. 5 unless United Nations 
mediator Gunnar V. Jarring made “serious progress'’ 
in his peace efforts.

Back in the early 1950s, bottling plants figured 
every new bottle had a life expectancy of 30 trips— 
from bottler, to customer, and back to bottler for re¬ 
filling. Now the average returnable bottle's life or 
service is down to two or three trips. For che most 
part both returnable and non-returnable bottles just 
disappear.

O'Neill is an outstanding Congressman and an old- 
fashioned type of politician, an extremely popular 
member of the House who is able to muster very sub¬ 
stantial help among his fellow members when he tries 
to do something for his district or his state. 

He was the first Democratic Speaker of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives. When he 


served in that capacity, he won a reputation for his 
ability to cool things down, moderate disputes and 
iron out differences. He was a very able legislator 
and is considered a Congressman of great capacity. 

One day he may wield the gavel as the Speaker in 
Congress although he is 58 years old and the odds are 
against that. He is now two steps away from the Speak¬ 
ership. 

When O’Neill was a young Congressman in the 
early 1950s, his idol was the then Speaker Sam Ray¬ 
burn. He would sit for hours listening to Sam’s stories, 
grateful for the privilege of being within hearing dis¬ 
tance of the great man. 

At the Democratic national convention in Los 
Angeles back in 1960, O’Neill was assigned by the 
late John F. Kennedy to be his liaison man with the 
Pennsylvania delegation. 

This writer was standing talking to O’Neill in a 
hotel lobby, when he spotted someone in the crowd. 

Let’s move over a bit,” O’Neill said. “That’s Con¬ 
gressman -of Pennsylvania. I want to be sure 

he’s still with Jack Kennedy.” 

The Congressman turned around as we drew close 
to him. 

“Tip,” he said. “Will you gel off my back! I’m 
voting for your man. What else do you want?” 

O’Neill, a big, burly man grinned. 

“I’ll check with you again this afternoon before we 
go to the convention hall. 

The other congressman laughed good-naturedly. 
“I'll still be with you and your candidate then, Tip,” 
he said. 

That’s probably the way O’Neill will attend to de¬ 
tail in his new role as Democratic Whip in the House. 
His appointment to the post was a fortunate develop¬ 
ment for Massachusetts. 


Fight Continuing Between 
Mrs. Hicks and Harrington 

Congressman Michael Harrington of Salem has 
been named to the House Armed Services Committee. 
Harrington and Congresswoman Louise Day Hicks had 
been competing for a seat on that committee, and 
Harrington apparently won on the basis of seniority 
since he was elected to Congress approximately a year 
before Mrs. Hicks. 

However, Mrs. Hicks predicts that the Congression¬ 
al Committee on Committees will veto the appoint¬ 
ment of Harrington and that eventually it will go to her. 

That presents an interesting situation. The Com¬ 
mittee on Committees actually is the House Ways 
and Means Committee, and the man on that com¬ 
mittee who presumably would make the final choice 
between Harrington and Mrs. Hicks is Congress¬ 
man James A. Burke of Milton. 

When Harrington first went to Capitol Hill, he 
and Burke clashed on the question of seniority. 

Harrington spoke out against the seniority system 
on the floor of the House, and Burke defended the 
system as the spokesman for the House leadership. 

Now Harrington is claiming his right to the post 
on the Armed Services Committee on the basis of his 
seniority over Mrs. Hicks. Politicos are speculating as 
to the position Congressman Burke will take.

More and more people are 
rushing to the aid of those 
animals unfortunately 
blessed with beautiful fur, 
hut this probably does nut 
signal, the end of one of 
mankind's most persistent 
status symbols. 

When the furriers union 
last summer announced in 
New York an agreement not 
to handle the skins of such 
species as leopards, ocelots 
and jaguares, another blow 
was struck against a fashion 
which echoes back to the 
dawning of history. 

Fur, according t o 
Encyclopaedia Britanniea, 
has been valued in almost 
every civilization as an 
ornament or decoration. 

In medieval Europe fur 
was emphatically a luxury. 
It was forbidden by the 
church to all but the highest

Beer therapy — complete 
with checked tablecloths, 
nurse-waitresses, and TV — 
is a booming success for 
older patients at Boston 
Slate Hospital. But beers are 
limited to one each. i 

Mental hospitals are tiled 
with geriatric patients who 
are too debilitated < to 
tolerate tranquilizers and 
antidepressants. Thc ad¬ 
mission rate for psychiatric 
patients in the ovcr-65 age 
group, in fact. Is now twice 
that of all other age groups 
combined. 

Dr. Ching-Pao Chien 
tested his beer therapy ap¬ 
proach w-ith 40 male patients 
averaging 73 years of age at 
the hospital. On all counts, 
the beer group did best — 
compared with others who 
got fruit punch plus 
assorted soothing drugs. 
Thc beer group showed 
marked relief from 
depression, less mental con¬ 
fusion, and better in¬ 
terpersonal relationships. 

The congenial pub-like 
atmosphere helped, says Dr. 
Chien, but it was not the 
whole story. The psychosis 
of the aged, he says, is most 
often due to atherosclerosis, 
and alcohol tends to dilate 
the blood vessels and in¬ 
crease blood flow to the 
brain. Dr. Chien is so 
heartened by the results of 
beer therapy that he plans to 
make a daily beer ration 
available to any patient who 
wants it. 

Beer is no cure-all for 
mental illness. But there is a 
very effective treatment for 
another disease that affects 
some old people, particularly 
poor ones — tuberculosis. A 
drug called isoniazkl is used 
to treat active disease; the 
same drug ran also prevent 
a tuhereuluus infection from 
developing into active 
disease.

‘Drownproof 
Course Planned 
At Newton ‘Y’ 

Of the estimated 110,000,000 
people in the United States 
who participate in some form 
of aquatic activity, less than 10 
percent of these people can 
swim skillfully. Since 1948 
drowning has been one of the 
major causes of accidental 
deaths in this United States, 
ranking high with motor vehi¬ 
cle accidents, falls and burns. 
Safety experts estimate that 
7,000 persons will drown this 
year. Tragically, most of these 
drowning victims will be 
children and young adults. 

Boating has spiraled in re¬ 
cent years; however, an ap¬ 
preciable increase in the 
numbers of skillful swimmers 
has not occurred. Studies in 
dicate that 80 percent of 
drowning victims in boating 
mishaps are non-swimmers. 
This loss of life is needless! If 
only these people had taken 
the time needed to learn 
“drown- proofing” their 
chances of averting tragedy 
would have been tremendously 
increased. 

The Y.M.C.A. in Newton is 
combatting drownings with a 
campaign in drownproofing, 
called “Operation 
Drownproof.” Offered during 
the February school vacation, 
Feb. ’ 16-19, it is geared to 
children and young adults who 
represent the largest segment 
of drowning victims. 

The class will be co-ed and 
scheduled according to age, 
and open to members and non¬ 
members; swimmers and non¬ 
swimmers: Age 8-9, 2-2:30; age I 
10-11, 2:30-3; age 12-13, 3-3:30; 
age 14-16, 3:30-4; age 17 and 
older, 4:4:30. 

Here is a brief explanation 
of the technique o f 
drownproofing developed by 
Fred R. Lanoue, who teaches 
swimming at Georgia Tech. 


Lanoue taught water survival 
techniques to Naval trainees 
during World War II. The 
technique is so simple that it 
can be taught to non-swim¬ 
mers, as well as swimmers. 
Students of this technique 
have been known to stay 
afloat for hours with both 
hands and feet tied. One sailor, 
a non-swimmer who had taken 
such a course, stayed afloat 
for five hours with one arm 
badly burned and the other 
broken, after his ship was 
torpedoed. 

The human body is naturally 
buoyant. Except for a few| 
heavily-muscled, big-bones,] 
athletes, everybody floats. 
Unfortunately, the body 
naturally floats face down,' 
with the back of the head, and 
perhaps the upper back, out of 

If you were to take a breath, 
relax your body completely, 
you would sink beneath the 
surface momentarily. You 
would come right back up 
again. Usually people panic, or 
they sink, and do not give the 
body a chance to come back up 
on its own. The body sank in¬ 
itially because the head was 
lifted to breathe; then, 
weighing more, the added 
weight caused the body to 
sink. The body always comes; 
back up to the surface, though- [ 

Additionally, a non-swimmer; 
fights to keep his head above [ 
water so he can breathe. In 
essence, he is holding up a 
weight of approximately 15 
pounds! This is tiring, even for 
a strong swimmer. 

The student in the Y.M.C.A. I 
course would be taught to con¬ 
serve strength by letting the 
water bear all the weight of 
his body, including his head.j 
The only effort expended 


would involved the slight 
downward push with both 
hands so he raises his nose or 
mouth above the surface just 
long enough to get air. 

Try holding your breath. 
Most people have no trouble 
holding their breath for 10 
seconds. That is all the time 
you would need to be suc¬ 
cessful at drownproofing. As a 
person becomes more expert, 
the ability to hold one’s breath 
would increase. The key to the

Snowmobile Is 
Newest Winter 
Sports Activity 

In just about a decade, 
the more traditional winter 
activities of skiing and ice 
skating have had to move 
over to make room for the 
newcomer — snowmobiling. 

“Snowmobiling is one of 
the sports phenomena of our 
times,” says Tom Porter, 
marketing manager for a 
mini-snowmobile firm. 

Domestic snowmobile pro¬ 
duction expanded from 
about 1,000 in 1961, follow¬ 
ing their introduction into 
the United States from 
Canada, to more than 
100,000 by 1968. 

“In 1969-70,” Porter says, 
“snowmobile production 
jumped a whopping 77 per 
cent to 505,000 units, up 
from 285,000 a year earlier.” 
He says manufacturers are 
projecting domestic produc¬ 
tion will “reach one million 
in 1972-73. At an average 
cost of $1000 per snowmo¬ 
bile, this translates into a 
$1 billion market.” 

Porter indicates that as 
the market grew, snowmo¬ 
bile makers were eager to 
make their products bigger 
and faster to attract more 
enthusiasts. Today, average 
snowmobiles weight from 
250 to 450 pounds, have 
speeds ranging from 35 to 
100 miles an hour, and cost 
from about $600 to as much 
as $2500. 

The result of this kind of 
growth emphasis, according 
to Porter, was that a key 
group of thc winter sports 
population was being by¬ 
passed—kids from their 
mid-teens on down. 

As a result, his firm intro¬ 
duced the first “mini,” Sno- 
Cub, a snowmobile with 
only a 4-horsepower engine 
capable of carrying two 
children or one adult at a 
maximum speed of 20 miles 
per hour. 

“This is fast enough for 
excitement,” Porter says, 
“but modest enough for easy 
control in spirited activity. 

“Mini-snowmobiles stand 
in the same relation to snow, 
mobiles that mini-bikes do 
to motorcycles. Snowmobiles 
are designed for cross¬ 
country travel while the 
minis are designed for joy¬ 
riding in parking lots, 
parks, and large, level open 
areas. 

“One fits into the trunk of 
most cars,” Porter says, 
“while two fit into most sta¬ 
tion wagons.”

Job In Britain 

Coes Begging

There’s a job going in Bri¬ 
tain worth more than $20,000 
a year. And someone is 
going to have to be dragged 
by force to take it. The job is 
that of Speaker of the House 
of Commons. 

It’s worth 8,500 pounds • 
$20,400 a year - 4,000 pounds 
$9,600 of it tax free. 

With it goes a palatial 
rent-free apartment in tha 
House of Parliament 
Building overlooking the 
River Thames, with threa 
dining rooms, several draw¬ 
ing rooms, a library and 
enough bedrooms to sleep a 
squad of foot soldiers. 

The man who takes the 
job can hold it for life or un- 
til he decides to quit. When 
he does so, he is certain to 
be rewarded with a peerage. 

But there is one big 
drawback. 

From the moment he ac¬ 
cepts the position, he is con¬ 
demned to have no political 
opinions. As the speaker, he 
is the one man in Parliament 
who normally cannot speak. 

Thc House of Commons 
elects a new speaker to 
replace Dr. Horace King, 69, 
who announced his resigna¬ 
tion just before tha 
Christmas recess. 

By tradition the majority 
party in the House of Com¬ 
mons provides the speaker. 
So King’s successor will be a 
member of the governing 
Conservative party. 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment and leaders of the 
Labor party oppositon 
agreed some weeks ago on 
Selwyn Lloyd, 66, who was 
foreign secretary from 1955- 
60 and chancellor of the ex¬ 
chequer from 1960-62 and 
who held many other jotjs 
in Conservative party 
governments. 

When the speaker is 
elected, he is expected to put 
up a token show tt 
resistance. Two other 
members of Parliament 
taken him by each arm and 
drag him to the speaker's 
chair.

That is the real reason Ted Kennedy is insisting 
he will not be a candidate in 1972, and it is highly im¬ 
probable he will change his mind. 

Experts Say Things Will 
Get Some Better in 1971 

Experts on the matter predict that there will be 
some improvement in the national economy during 
1971 and a slight rise in employment but temper their 
forecasts with the assertion that it will not be enough 
to warrant any cheers or to assure the reelection of 
President Nixon next year. 

Mr. Nixon, of course, is striving to accomplish 
a big upswing in business and a sharp increase in 
employment opportunities. His reelection prospects 
in 1972 could well hinge on the success or failure 
of his efforts. 

The task he is undertaking is likely to prove a long, 
slow one. While the next Presidential election is still 
21 months away, even that may not be a sufficiently 
long period in which to accomplish a real economic 
comeback.

$669.88 Third Payment To 
City For Suit Settlement 


The City of Newton has been 
awarded a third payment from 
the settlement or a suit 
brought against suppliers of 
copper piping by the Attorney 
General of Massachusetts, ac¬ 
cording to the office of Mayor 
Monte G. Basbas. The payment 
amounts to $669.98. 

'The case, an antitrust ac¬ 
tion. was settled in early 1970 
when the Massachusetts At¬ 
torney General’s office in¬ 
tervened in pending litigation 
in the District Court of 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

At that time, the govern¬ 
ment of Pennsylvania had 


and copper piping and tubing 
was used.

Over half that amount, or 
$4,756 was paid to the City in 
January, 1970, immediately! 
following the settlement of the 
case.
